Probe as email reveals 
details of ‘vulnerable’

A FULL investigation is 
being undertaken after a 
home care provider 
emailed sensitive informa¬ 
tion about vulnerable 
adults to a woman who does 
not work for the company. 

A schedule including 
names, addresses, times that 
individuals would be visited 
and what type of care they 
needed, was sent by Luton’s 
Carewatch Care Services 
branch in Hitchin Road, to 
Deanna Jones in Bedford, 
instead of the intended 
employee. 

Mrs Jones, 52, who lives in 
Elstow and has never been 
employed by Carewatch, 
said she was ‘horrified’ when 
she opened the email, and 
“couldn’t bear to think about 
what would have happened 
should the details have fall¬ 
en into the wrong hands”. 

She said: “I did apply for a 
job with the company, but 
that was over four years ago. 
Since then I have had no 
contact with them, so I was 
surprised and worried when 
I opened this e-mail. 

“My main concerns were 
that vulnerable adults would 
not receive the care they 
needed as the employee 
wouldn’t know her schedule, 
and that the e-mail could 
easily have got into the 
wrong hands. 

“I dread to think what 


could have happened then. 
It has really struck a chord 
with me as my Mum had 
home carers that visited 
her.” 

A spokesman for 
Carewatch said: “We would 
like to thank the recipient of 
the email for bringing this 
information to our atten¬ 
tion. 

“The rota of three calls was 
emailed to a person who had 
undergone training to be a 
care worker with Carewatch. 

“We can confirm that it is 
not company policy to email 
care worker schedules and a 
full investigation is now 
under way as we review 
internal processes. 

“We are working closely 
with Luton Borough Council 
and we will keep them fully 
informed of our investiga¬ 
tion and co-operate with any 
concerns they may have. 

“Carewatch treats the secu¬ 
rity of our services users’ 
information very seriously 
indeed. 

“The welfare of vulnerable 
people in our care has 
always been, and remains, 
our foremost priority.” 

Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “Carewatch 
is a home care provider on 
behalf of the council. 

“We are not happy about 
the breach of confidentiali¬ 
ty and will are working 
closely with Carewatch to 
ensure this does not happen 
again.” 



PM stirred

EDL link ex-councillor 
secures Borough role

A FORMER Southend 
councillor who was sus¬ 
pended from his party for 
attending an English 
Defence League (EDL) 
meeting is now working at 
Luton Borough Council, 
we can reveal. 

Dr Blaine Robin, who is 
now employed in the 
council’s adult social care 
department, was repri¬ 
manded by the Southend 
East Conservative Assoc¬ 
iation in October last year 
after being seen at an EDL 
rally in Southend. 

At the time, Labour MEP 
Richard Howitt wrote a let¬ 
ter to the leader of 
Southend Council asking 
the authority to investigate 
allegations about Dr 
Robin’s links with the EDL. 

The former councillor 
told the Southend Echo 
newspaper that he had

attended the meeting after 
being invited by a resident 
and that he was ‘an aca¬ 
demic with an inquisitive 


mind’ who had hoped to 
gain ‘access to hard-to- 
reach groups or complex 
groups’. 

Dr Robin also wrote a let¬ 
ter to the paper in January 
this year which said: 
“Labour MP Diane Abbott 
stated ‘white people love to 
divide and rule’ and was 
not suspended from her 
party. 

‘Yet I was suspended 
from the Conservative 
Party in Southend because 
I had attended a meeting in 
the Kursaal ward, on the 
invitation of residents, to 
learn about the patriot 
pressure group English 
Defence League. My sus¬ 
pension came after a com¬ 
plaint by Labour MEP 
Richard Howitt. 

‘The idea that Labour is 
for only black people is 
racist. Mr Howitt should 
call for his friend Mrs 
Abbott to be sacked. 

‘This is all hypocritical. I 


should never have been 
suspended in the first 
place. This proves Labour 
has a real plan to divide 
communities.” 

A Luton Council 
spokesman said: “All our 
employees are carefully 
vetted on the basis of their 
experience, skills and suit¬ 
ability for their jobs. 

“The council does not 
discuss details about indi¬ 
vidual members of staff 
but we can confirm that Dr 
Robin provided full infor¬ 
mation on his role as a for¬ 
mer councillor and the 
meetings he attended as 
part of that role.” 

Dr Robin did not respond 
to any of Luton on Sunday’s 
efforts to contact him. 

A spokesman for the EDL 
said: “We cannot confirm 
or deny if Dr Robin is still 
in contact with the EDL or 
if he has attended any 
meetings as that is private 
information.”

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Gunman’s family: Why 
did police not call us?

THE family of a man who shot himself 
in the chest following a 16-hour stand¬ 
off say they believe Bedfordshire Police 
could have done more to help him. 

An inquest this week found that Idi 
Abdullah Atiba, 31, died from a self- 
inflicted gunshot wound on January 24, 
2011 on Leagrave Common in Luton. 

Police first went to the playing field on 
the evening on January 23, after receiving 
reports that there was a man with a shot¬ 
gun. 

Fearing that Trinidad-born Mr Atiba 
was on his way to kill Tanisha Jones, the 
mother of his second child, armed offi¬ 
cers managed to contain him on the 
green while trained negotiators spent 
hours trying to talk hi into putting his 
gun down. 

Unfortunately, the stand-off came to a 
tragic end before midday when Mr Atiba 
shot himself in the chest and died short¬ 
ly afterwards. 

During the inquest, the family of Mr 
Atiba raised concerns that the com¬ 
manding police officers did not contact 
them to use them as intermediaries, or to 
use them to obtain information which 
they feel could have brought matters to a 
peaceful conclusion. 

Speaking after the verdict, Idis’ mother 
Rosemary O’Garrow said: “We as a fami¬ 
ly are so disappointed that we did not 
have an opportunity to be part of the 
negotiation process. We believe at some 
point in those 16 hours we should have 
been allowed to let him know we were 
there for him, and if we had been able to 
do that he might have not have died. 


“I don’t know what I would have to said 
to him, but I would have let him know 
there were other ways to resolve the situ¬ 
ation. 

“People, and indeed the police, may say 
Idi was just a man with a gun who may 
harm others. 

“Yes, Idi had his domestic issues, but he 
was a hurting human being who was 
having difficulties dealing with issues in 
his life.” 

However, an investigation carried out 
by the Independent Police Complaints 
Commission (IPCC) found officers acted 


“in accordance with national guidance” 
and “found no evidence of misconduct”. 

Bedfordshire Police assistant chief con¬ 
stable Andrew Richer said: “This incident 
was shocking for everybody involved, the 
more so for it being played out in full 
view of the public. We were prepared to 
negotiate for as long as it took and always 
hoped that the situation could be 
brought to an end peacefully. 

“Each police officer, and each member 
of the emergency services, tried their 
hardest to save Mr Atiba in very demand¬ 
ing conditions.”

ONE of the candidates for the 
top cop job has gone ‘cap in 
hand’ begging fellow party 
members to fund his 
campaign. 

An email, seen by 
Bedfordshire on Sunday , 
raised ‘deep concerns’ that 
the Labour Party nominee 
for the Bedfordshire Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
(PCC), Oily Martins, was 
short of cash as he continued 


canvassing the county in the 
final few weeks before the 
election on November 15. 

It also revealed Mr Martins 
had extended a bank loan 
and was funding the cam¬ 
paign himself. 

Written by a Labour Party 
member the email states: “I 
would never divulge this 
information but I think it 
puts into perspective the 
personal sacrifice he (Mr 


Martins) is making to win 
this seat for Labour in 
Bedfordshire. I am writing to 
ask if you would be able to go 
out to your CLP and branch¬ 
es to see if there is anything 
you can do (sic) help take 
some of the sting out of this? 
Any contributions would I 
am sure be gratefully 
received and spent on excel¬ 
lent campaign materials.” 

Asked if Mr Martins was 


able to continue bankrolling 
his efforts Labour Party elec¬ 
tion agent, Francis Steer, said: 
“We are continuing to raise 
funds from within the Labour 
Party and from supporters. 
Oily is not being bankrolled 
by the unions or other big 
donors and has taken out a 
bank loan to help fund his 
campaign. The county is a 
large area to cover.”

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New ‘hub’ hit by fire regulation issues 


A BRAND new community hub is 
unable to be fully occupied as 
areas of it fail to meet fire service 
building regulations. 

Around 15 per cent of the 
£9 million Marsh Farm Futures 
House, in The Moakes, Luton, 
which officially opened in 2011, 
cannot be filled as the fire 
dampers are not fitted to standard. 

Until specified changes have 
been made to the equipment, the 


affected areas have to remain 
empty. 

An additional 40 per cent of the 
building, which does meet the 
required safety standards, cur¬ 
rently lies dormant awaiting a 
local primary care trust to move 
in. 

Councillor Roy Davis, who rep¬ 
resents the Northwell ward and 
is a director on the board of 
Marsh Farm Futures, said that 


the work should be completed in 
the near future. 

“The contractor has been con¬ 
tacted and the changes to the fire 
dampers will be carried out 
soon. With regards to the other 
section, the primary care trust 
has signed a contact and could 
be moved in before Christmas. 

“I am certain that the building 
will soon be fully occupied - it is 
a fantastic facility.” 


Groups clash over 
unpaid rent claim

A MARSH Farm community 
group could go to its grave still 
owed money over claims of 
unpaid rent from another com¬ 
munity group. 

Marsh Farm Community 
Development Trust (MFCDT), 
which was set up to distribute a 
multi-million pound government 
grant to the estate, says it is still 
owed rent by Marsh Farm 
Outreach (MFO). 

The activities of MFCDT are 
overseen by Luton Borough 
Council who say it would be ‘inap¬ 
propriate’ for them to disclose the 
amount they say they are owed. 

MFO, a group made up of volun¬ 
teer residents from the Marsh 
Farm estate in Luton, dispute this 
and claim they are owed more 
than £7,000. 

A letter in 2010, however, stated 
that rent of £22,000 is owed but 


that MFCDT would settle for a 
much smaller sum, 16 weeks rent 
arrears amounting to £1,338.56, if 
that was actioned quickly. MFO 
did not pay the money. 

Glenn fenkins, from MFO, said: 
“MFO do not owe MFCDT a 
penny. We are owed £7,000 for 
work we have done on the OW 
business plan.” 

Mr lenkins also made further 
statements in an e-mail sent to 
Luton on Sunday but as they made 
defamatory allegations against 
members of MFCDT’s board, this 
newspaper has chosen not to print 
them. 

A council spokesman said: “The 
Marsh Farm Community 
Development Trust Board does 
not believe any money is owed to 
Marsh Farm Outreach. This matter 
has been investigated and consid¬ 
ered by the board on more than 
one occasion. 

“MFCDT believes it is owed 
some rent by Marsh Farm 


Outreach. This has been disputed 
so further discussions need to take 
place. It would be inappropriate to 
provide a disputed figure to the 
media.” 

The authority also said that 
MFCDT ‘is in the process of being 
closed down’. 

In September this year, MFO fin¬ 
ished its first year as part of the 
National Community Organiser 
programme which saw the organi¬ 
sation receive a £100,000 grant 
that was paid to eight of its ‘com¬ 
munity organisers’. It also received 
a further £10,000 to help it kick- 
start projects in the Marsh Farm 
area. 

The funds were distributed by 
Locality, an entity which brings 
together community organisa¬ 
tions from all over the country. 

Apart from holding some meet¬ 
ings and chatting to residents on 
doorsteps, its main claim to fame 
was the recovery of a stolen go- 
cart.

CAMPAIGN photographs taken 
outside the Metropolitan Police’s 
headquarters were designed to 
help the public make a ‘police 
connection’, a Bedfordshire 
Police Crime and Commissioner 
candidate has said. 

Kevin Carroll, who is standing as 
the British Freedom Party candi¬ 
date, took the promotional pic¬ 
tures outside the New Scotland 
Yard building in south west 
London as he stepped up his bid 
to land the PCC role in the 
November 15 elections. 

Even though he is standing for 
election in Bedfordshire, he said 
he took the images in London 
because ‘it’s an iconic landmark 
and it represents the police’, 
adding that ‘when I get the job I 
will be getting my picture taken 
outside there all the time’.

this is probably the best known. 
So it was to help the public make 
that police connection. 

“We thought that the public 
would understand, we don’t think 
people will be confused by it. 
People know he is campaigning in 
Bedfordshire so it shouldn’t be a 
problem.” 

The Metropolitan Police said: 
“The photographs were taken 
from an area outside New 


Scotland Yard which is open to the 
public and visited by thousands of 
people each week. No permission 
is required to take photographs 
here. 

“The Metropolitan Police 
Service was not aware of these 
photographs being taken.” 

Earlier this week Mr Carroll 
pledged to take a ‘zero tolerance’ 
approach to criminal activity 
against local shops and businesses. 

He said: “During my recent cam¬ 
paigning in the Farley Hill district 
of Luton, I spoke to shop owners, 
many of whom expressed concern 
about crime and anti-social 
behaviour - especially after dark - 
and the need for a greater police 
presence in some areas. 

“No community wants to see a 
thriving meeting place and social 
centre replaced by boarded up 
premises, barbed wire and empty, 
windswept piazzas. 

“That’s why tackling crime 
against local shops and small 
businesses will be one of my top 
priorities as Police and Crime 
Commissioner. 

“I believe - and experience else¬ 
where has proved it - that if you 
take a tough line on such things as 
vandalism, threatening behaviour 
and petty theft, you will also cut 
down dramatically on the more 
serious crimes.”

Spy cameras may 
film aggro drivers

TRAFFIC wardens with spy cam¬ 
eras could be extended through¬ 
out the county after a council 
reported an increase in ‘threat¬ 
ening behaviour’ towards 
enforcement officers. 

Central Bedfordshire Council 
may soon introduce a similar 
scheme used by neighbouring 
authority Bedford Borough 
Council, where wardens wear 
badges that record members of 
the public throughout their 
shift. 

The borough brought in the 
equipment, at a cost of £594 each, 
in August following a string of 
attacks, which included two war¬ 
dens being taken to hospital. 

Now the Central Bedfordshire 
body says it will trial the contro¬ 
versial cameras in Dunstable with 
the possibility of rolling them out 
in their jurisdiction if successful. 

The authority said it had no rea¬ 
son to introduce the devices - 
which act to protect the officer as 
opposed to catching illegal park- 
ers - until there was an increase in 
aggressive acts towards staff. 

Cllr Brian Spurr, executive 
member for sustainable commu¬ 
nities, said: “We are aware of the 
safety measures being introduced 
by our neighbours Bedford 



Borough Council to assist their 
parking enforcement officers. 

“CCTV equipment incorporated 
into officers’ uniforms is used by a 
number of authorities to discour¬ 
age violent and offensive behav¬ 
iour towards employees. 

“We have not needed to imple¬ 
ment such measures so far but we 
have noticed an increase in 
aggressive and threatening

behaviour towards our parking 
enforcement officers. 

“For their safety and in line with 
our lone working policies we will 
be trialling a personal CCTV 
recording system in Dunstable to 
assess the benefits. 

“If this is successful we could 
introduce the system across the 
area, but no decisions have been 
made at this point.”

Politics matters but does voting 
ever actually change anything? 


D oes this sound at all 
familiar? “Overall it is a 
cynical picture. Shifting 
alliances of convenience 
predominate over parties of 
principle. Political concepts are 
presented as mere slogans and 
catchwords. The constitution 
was a screen and a sham, a 
mere fagade for men’s baser 
instincts. The old aristocracy 
could be bought. The new men 
were driven by greed and 
vanity: servile apologists and 
propagandists used to win 
public opinion and to distort 
history. Behind the scenes 
lurked the bankers, the 
millionaire paymasters.” 

It is a description, by historian 
Norman Davies, of the Roman 
Empire as it headed for 
collapse, a little under 2,000 
years ago. 

Many reasons have been 
given for the fall of the Roman 
Empire, but most agree the 
decline in public standards and 
public life was at the very least 
partly to blame. 

And there are echoes in what 
is currently happening in this 
country and beyond. 


Now we are not going to lose 
our Empire, as that has already 
happened, but we do seem to 
be heading towards a situation 
where the politicians and pub¬ 
lic figures are universally dis¬ 
liked, to put it mildly. 

Not only universally disliked 
but seen as almost a separate 
species, no longer connected in 
any real way to we, the people. 

And they don’t seem to care 
much, as there is little alterna¬ 
tive out there to the combina¬ 
tion of professional and patri¬ 
cian politicians. Their main aim 
seems to be to send ordinary 
people back to a time when we 
are grateful for any crumbs off 
the masters’ tables, while safe¬ 
guarding the huge fortunes of 
the mega-rich, some of whom 
cannot be bothered even to pay 
their taxes. 

The problem they will have is 
that when people no longer have 
much of a stake in society and 
democracy is tangibly failing, the 
incentive to sustain the system 
disappears. This is not good 
news and I do not advocate it. 

But if we are not in it altogeth¬ 
er, and at the moment we are 


definitely not, then the result is 
coercion, not co-operation. 

History shows that if people 
are pushed too far, they push 
back. 

The aloofness, and at best, 
quasi-democracy of the EU 
does not help, as we have no 
real say in many laws and poli¬ 
cies created and enforced in 
our name. 

But we need to start here, and 
with local government as much 
as national. 

We are told that politics mat¬ 
ters, therefore we should vote. I 
accept that politics matters but 
also am beginning to believe 
that voting does not, as it 
changes nothing. What has 
your local council done for 
you? 

Cut services? Wasted money? 
Given councillors a full-time 
salary for a part-time job? And 
all that is multiplied ten-fold in 
the Westminster village. 

As Davies said before the 
decline of Rome, overall it is a 
cynical picture. And, as the 
Chinese used to wish on their 
enemies, we could be in for 
interesting times.

Rookie drivers ‘are 
dogging up roads’

A CONSERVATIVE councillor has 
complained that learner drivers 
are clogging up the roads in his 
ward. 

Richard Stay, who represents 
Caddington, says he has become 
aware that a lot of congestion is 
being caused by the rookie driv¬ 
ers, who he claims are mostly 
from Luton. 

He said: “I appreciate that 
Caddington is part of a test route, 
so it makes sense for driving 
instructors to bring their learners 
along these roads so that they are 
familiar with them. 

“But, recently there have been 
queues of learner drivers on the 
roads, all waiting to practise 
manoeuvres and three-point 
turns, which is causing conges¬ 
tion. 

“Most of the cars seem to have 
Luton numbers on the top. When 
this is in addition our local traffic 
it does quickly build up. 

“It might not be the biggest 
problem, but it is becoming a 
serious issue and I would urge the 
DSA to vary their test routes.” 

A Driving Standards Agency 
(DSA) spokesperson said: “DSA 
encourages driving instructors to 
teach pupils to drive on a wide 
variety of roads in order to give

them as much pre-test driving 
experience as possible. 

“Each test centre has a number 
of routes. In 2010 we stopped 
publishing these routes to help 
ensure learners can drive safely in 
realistic driving conditions, 
rather than just memorising test 
routes. 

“If local residents complain 
about too many learners practis¬ 


ing on their streets we do ask 
instructors to avoid these areas. 

“We have regular surgeries and 
meetings with instructors at our 
test centres and the test centre 
manager will highlight the areas 
where local residents have com¬ 
plained. Instructors usually 
oblige but we have no legal pow¬ 
ers to stop instructors from using 
particular streets.”

OM: Eight years working for 
Victim Support and eight years 
as a senior councillor.

JP: I believe the candidate 
should not only have strong local 
ties but also be someone who 
brings a wealth of experience in 
policing, business and public 
engagement.

3. Will candidates outline any 
specific contributions they’ve 
made hitherto to the mainte¬ 
nance of law and order and/or 
the reduction of anti-social 
behaviour?

and worked together on a local 
partnership basis to tackle those 
problems. I was chairman of the 
group in my ward. 

JP: While I was a borough 
councillor in Kempston, I had 
wreaths re-laid at the war memo¬ 
rial after they were desecrated by 
vandals. I have also served 
directly on the front line as a 
policeman in the Met for five 
years. 

MR: I have been a voluntary 
worker throughout Luton and 
beyond to keep our youngsters 
off the street away from drugs 
and other crimes, like anti-social 
behaviour.

Paranoid son locked 
up for killing mother

A PARANOID schizophrenic 
whose mother died after he bat¬ 
tered her in her own living room 
has been sent to a secure mental 
health unit, after pleading guilty 
to manslaughter on the grounds 
of diminished responsibility. 

Luton Crown Court heard that 
Abdur Choudhury, 34, rained 
punches and kicks on the 
70-year-old in front of small chil¬ 
dren at her home in Bishopscote 
Road, Luton, in June 2010. 

The children’s mother tried to 
phone for help, but Choudhury 
stopped her. However, he did 
allow her to take the children 
upstairs from where she was able 
to call for an ambulance. 


Mrs Choudhury was taken to 
the Luton and Dunstable hospital 
where she died the following 
Monday, having suffered three 
cardiac arrests. 

She had injuries to her temple, 
forehead and kidneys, suffered 
broken ribs, and had acute blood 
loss. Prosecutor Beverly Cripps 
said the cause of death was multi¬ 
ple organ failure as a result of 
trauma. 

Choudhury, previously of 
Napier Road, Luton, pleaded 
guilty to manslaughter on the 
grounds of diminished responsi¬ 
bility. 

His case had been delayed until 
psychiatrists were able to say he 
was able to appear in court and 
make a plea. He had previous 
convictions in 2009 when he had 


attacked his mother with a knife 
and had assaulted a doctor who 
was treating him. The court was 
told he was the youngest of Mrs 
Choudhury’s seven children. 

Defence barrister Andrew 
Jefferies QC said: “The family 
have not just lost a mother. They 
have lost a son.” 

Judge Richard Foster passed a 
Hospital Order under the Mental 
Health Act with a Restriction 
Order which means Mr 
Choudhury will detained at 
Brockfield House Medium Secure 
Unit in Wickford, Essex, indefi¬ 
nitely. 

The judge: “This is a tragic case 
for everyone, particularly the 
defendant’s family. I hope the end 
of proceedings can bring some 
solace to them.”

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Town chiefs urge 
re-think on taxes

HOUGHTON Regis Town 
Council has urged Central 
Bedfordshire Council to consid¬ 
er alternative ways of saving 
money, instead of making cuts to 
council tax benefits. 

It is expected that the authority 
will have its funding from Central 
Government reduced by around 
14 per cent once the current 
council tax benefits scheme is 
abolished nationwide in April 
2013. 

As a result Central Bedfordshire 
Council is currently consulting 
on a scheme which will change 
who is eligible for a reduction in 
their council tax and how much 
they will have to pay. 

But, at a meeting on Monday, 
the Town Council agreed that 
while they supported elements of 
the reform - including protection 
for pensioners and withdrawing 
discounts for those with second 
or empty homes - they have con¬ 
cerns about reductions in council 
tax benefit for those who already 
have restricted budgets. 

Instead they asked Central 
Bedfordshire Council to consider 
alternative ways of recovering all 
the reduction in funding from 
Central Government, utilise all 
available sources to publicise the

changes and actively engage all 
affected residents. 

Clare Evans, Houghton Regis 
Town Council clerk, said: “Around 
950 people that live in Houghton 
Regis could be affected in some 
way by changes made to council 


tax benefits. Although these 
changes may appear small, to 
families who are already strug¬ 
gling, finding extra money may 
be very difficult 

“Our councillors have already 
had calls from residents who are 
worried about how the changes 
could affect them. 

“This is why we would urge 
Central Bedfordshire Council to 
speak to these residents and 
explain fully what the situation is, 
and look for any alternative ways 
of recovering the reduction in 
funding.” 

Central Bedfordshire councillor 
Maurice Jones, said: “We wel¬ 
come feedback from Houghton 
Regis Town Council, as we do 
from everyone in the area. 

“We are still asking people to 
comment on these initial propos¬ 
als, especially those who are 
going to be affected by changes, 
so that we can carefully look at 
everyone’s feedback before any 
final schemes are drawn up. 

“The best way for people to 
comment on our proposals is by 
filling out our online form at 
www.centralbedfordshire.gov.uk/ 
consultations, or a paper copy of 
the documents which are avail¬ 
able from libraries and customer 
service centres. 

“This needs to be done by 14

Volunteer Shuaib 
up for youth gong

A STUDENT with a rare 
birth defect has been 
nominated for a youth 
award for his volun¬ 
teering work in the 
town and around the 
world. 

Shuaib Ali, 18, of Biscot 
Road, is up for the 
Bedfordshire Fire & 
Rescue Service Young 
People of the Year 
(YOPEY) for helping stu¬ 
dents at Luton Sixth 
Form College and assist¬ 
ing with a scheme which 
sends books to schools 
in Malawi. 

Shuaib suffers from 
prune belly syndrome, a 
rare genetic birth defect 
which is a disorder of 
the urinary system. He 
has limited kidney func¬ 
tion and has spent a lot 
of his life in and out of 
London’s Great Ormond 
Street Hospital, includ¬ 
ing a kidney transplant 
in 2004. 

The sixth form student 
spends ten hours a week 
volunteering along with 
two other people and is 
also involved in filming 


student performances at 
is college. 

Shuaib said: “I saw a 
DVD about how chil¬ 
dren in Malawi wanted 
education. I contacted 
the charity and discov¬ 
ered that they did the 
scheme and offered to 
help. 

“It was a good experi¬ 


ence. It helped boost my 
organisation, communi¬ 
cation and time-keeping 
skills. It’s a good feeling 
knowing that I have 
helped the youngsters as 
well.” 

Sufian Sadiq, the 
course manager at his 
college who put him for¬ 
ward for the award, said: 


“Despite his problems 
Shuaib has volunteered 
his services not only in 
the college but to help 
other students in Africa 
who are less fortunate.” 

The awards are in their 
fifth year and there is a 
prize pot of £2,000, with 
£800 going to the win¬ 
ner. 

Paul Fuller, chief fire 
officer for Bedfordshire 
Fire and Rescue Service, 
said: “The community 
safety work undertaken 
by the fire and rescue 
service brings us into 
contact with many 
remarkable young peo¬ 
ple, who show great 
enthusiasm and creativ¬ 
ity as well as a keen 
understanding of the 
important role they play 
in their communities.

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Cutting out robberies

LIFE-SIZED cardboard cut¬ 
outs of a ‘robber’ will be put 
around town as part of a 
police crackdown on violent 
crime. 

Ten ‘Robin Robbers’ will be 
placed in Bramingham, 
Leagrave, New Bedford Road, 
Old Bedford Road, Marsh 
Farm. 

Bedfordshire Police say the 
initiative is aimed at ‘high¬ 
lighting its commitment to 
reducing offences of robbery’ 
and ‘encouraging the public to 
stay safe, as well as making 
offenders feel uneasy about 
committing crime in 
Bedfordshire’. 

Around 460 ‘robbers’ have 
been arrested already this year 
by the police but they are keen 
to use the cut-outs to ‘act as a 
deterrent to would-be offend¬ 
ers who are thinking about 
committing crime’. 

A police spokeswoman said 
that the man posing as ‘Robin’ 
is not a criminal but an actor 


whose image is licensed for 
public use and that the con¬ 
cept, design, production and 
delivery of the boards cost 
£700. 

Andrew Richer, assistant 
chief constable, said: “While 
the number of people robbed 
is small compared with overall 
crime, it is still too high and 
our focus is on preventing and 
detecting this crime. 

“The majority of offences are 
committed by young people 
on young people - it is rarely 
an older member of our com¬ 
munity as is sometimes public 
perceptions - and while the 
desire to have the latest tech¬ 
nology fuels our young offend¬ 
ers who mainly rob mobile 
phones, MP3 players and such 
like, it is a difficult offence to 
eliminate. 

“By continuing to raise 
awareness about personal 
safety as well as make those 
who commit crimes fearful of 
the consequences, we really 
hope we can make a difference 
when it comes to reducing this

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Transplant champ 
in fundraise quest

A DOUBLE world transplant 
cycling champion is raising 
money to defend her titles next 
year in South Africa. 

Ottilie Quince, 30, of Luton, has 
to find £2,000 to fund her trip to 
the World Transplant Games in 
Durban next July. 

The Sports Therapy tutor at 
Barnfield College needed a life¬ 
saving kidney transplant in 
August 2007, but has battled back 
to become the current double 
British, double European and 
double world transplant cycling 
champion in the 5km time trial 
and the 20m road race events. 

Now, the cyclist, who receives 
no central funding, is desperate 
to raise the cash to travel abroad 
with her Great Britain teammates. 

Ottilie said: “I started cycling to 
regain my fitness as this had rap¬ 
idly diminished during my illness. 

“I started representing my 
transplant hospital, Adden- 
brookes in Cambridge, at the 
British Transplant Games, and 
from there was selected to repre¬ 
sent Great Britain at the European 
and World Transplant Games. 

“I am aiming to raise £2,000 
which will fund my trip. 

“Any extra will be split between 
my teammates to ensure that we 


all have the equipment that we 
need. I’m the fittest I’ve ever been 
and am desperate to defend my 
titles and prove that anyone who 
has to have an organ transplant 
can take part in sport and achieve 


success in anything they set their 
minds to.”

VOLK SINGER 

There will always be those who write the Volkswagen 
Scirocco off as little more than a Golf in a track suit. 

There's an element of truth behind the sniping but there's 
also something wonderfully modern and accessible about 
VW's take on the small coupe theme, particularly when the 
clever 1.4 TSI160 engine is installed. Volkswagen's 1.4-litre 
TSI 'Twin-charger' engine is a groundbreaking unit that would 
appear to suit the Scirocco down to a tee. It swaps sheer 
capacity for forced induction, using both a supercharger and 
a turbocharger to boost the power output that's possible from 
a 1.4-litre petrol engine. The result is 158bhp and torque of 
240Nm all the way from 1,500 to 4,500rpm. This broad 
torque band is more in keeping with what you'd expect from 
a good diesel engine and it's achieved by the supercharger 
and turbocharger working in tandem. The supercharger 
enhances performance at low revs, filling the void left while 
the turbo gets into its stride. This virtually eliminates turbo 
lag and gives the Scirocco a muscular feel throughout the rev 
range. The 0-60mph sprint is covered in eight seconds dead 
and there's a 135mph top speed but perhaps more 
importantly, the engine sounds great with a snarling bark 
that's far in excess of its 1.4-litre bite. 

The handling advances made by the Scirocco centre around 
its dynamic aids. All models feature advanced Adaptive 
Chassis Control offering three driver-selected settings - 
comfort, normal and sport. The system's influence extends to 
the steering system: should 'sport' be selected, the steering 
firms up to provide more feel while 'comfort' mode makes the 
steering lighter and easier to operate at low speeds or around 
town. The 1.4 TSI engine is mated exclusively to a six-speed 
manual - Volkswagen's excellent 6-speed DSG twin-clutch 
gearbox with the paddle shifters being off limits, which is a 
pity for buyers seduced by high technology.

The Scirocco is practical for a sports coupe. There's a 
reasonably wide boot aperture which opens up 292 litres of 
luggage space. Fold the split rear seats down and you've got 
755 litres. The Scirocco features four, individual sculpted seats 
finished in a choice of either cloth or leather. The sports seats 
aren't just restricted to those up front - the contoured rear 
seats feature integrated headrests to offer plenty of support. 
Proportions for this car are classically short, low and wide 
although the dimensions betray its reliance on Golf 
mechanicals. The vehicle measures 4,256mm long, 1,404mm 
high and 1,810mm wide.The 1.4-litre TSI 160 engine doesn't 
achieve 1.4-litre running costs but for a 160bhp petrol engine, 
it's highly efficient. The combined cycle economy figure of 
42.8mpg and emissions of 154g/km put the Scirocco on a par 
with a decent 1.6-litre family hatchback but the Volkswagen is 
a vastly more enticing prospect.Few cars hit the compromise 
between fun and commonsense as accurately at the 
Volkswagen Scirocco 1.4 TSI 160. The styling is spot on, the 
reserves of grip and balance make for infectious handling and 
the advanced 'Twincharger' petrol engine renders the car 
quick and charismatic enough so you question the need for 
more power. 

On the flip side, four seats and sensible running costs 
make it a usable daily drive

SCOTT Rendell was at it again 
yesterday. 

A week after his nerveless 
injury-time penalty clinched a 
crucial victory over Forest 
Green Rovers, he headed in an 
83rd-minute equaliser for 
Luton yesterday to cancel out 
Tyrell Waite’s first-half tap-in 
and book the Hatters a replay 
with Nuneaton. 

Nuneaton must be sick of the 
sight of Luton as it was two 
goals in the last four minutes 
that gave them victory in the 
league last month. 

They will be working on keep¬ 
ing their concentration for 90 
minutes when the two sides 
meet in the replay on Tuesday, 
November 13. 

There was mixed news for the 
Hatters pre-match. A thigh 
problem for Jon Shaw meant he 
was replaced by Dan Walker 
while there was a welcome 
return for James Dance on the 
bench after nine months out 
with a severe ankle injury. 

Luton started in confident 
mood and there were early 
chances for Rendell, Andre 
Gray, and JJ O’Donnell. So it 
was a surprise when Nuneaton 
took the lead, Tyrell Waite con¬ 


verting a cross-shot from 
Danny Sleath. 

The goal had more than a 
sniff of offside about it, but 
Luton’s protests were waved 
away. 

The Hatters continued to cre¬ 
ate chances and launched a 
series of attacking moves on 
the visiting defence. 

Ronnie Henry, the captain, 
called keeper Ben McNamara 
into action while Adam Walker 
headed an effort off the line 
from Rowe-Turner. 

It was not all one-way traffic, 
though. Dean Brill showed no 
hangover from his goalkeeping 
mistake last week, saving a 
direct effort from Adam Walker 
and tipping a strike from Waite 
around the post. 

Defender Janos Kovacs gestic¬ 
ulated to the crowd in an 
attempt to get them to rally the 
home side but there were more 
groans of frustration as the sec¬ 
ond period wore on. 

It is no wonder Luton prefer 
playing away from home right 
now as they struggle to break 
down the opposition defence 
at Kenilworth Road, causing 
the expectant Hatters fans to 
become restless.
